prey. 


From the tone and tenor of the 


resolutions that were passed at the 
indignation meeting held in Mt. Ver- 
non on account of the judge's action, 
I infer that the people of that beauti- 
ful city have something yet to learn 
conceining the virtue ot the law pro- 
viding the suspended sentence.

Newark people are those received by 
Mrs. Charles K. l)avia of Buckingham 
street trom her orolher and his wiie, 
Uev. and Mrs. John Williams of Nan- 
king, 'China. 
Kev. Williams and his 


wile are doing missionary work 
iu 


China and he is at the Mission Uni- 
versity, maintained by the united ef- 
forts of the Presbyterian, Methodist 
and Christian churches. 
Tue presi- 


dent of the university is A. J. Pow- 
ers. 
Of especial interest is the com- 


ment on the terrible famine which is 
at present creating such 
havoc in 


China. Mr. Williams is a former res- 
ident of Newark and his work in the 
Qiient will create considerable inter- 
est here, as will that of his wife. Mr. 
Williams says: 


Nanking, April 28, 1911. — Dear 


Mother: While I am in class 
over- 


looking an examination, I will write 
you. 
1 have been so rushed of late 


with outside responsibilities, in ad- 
dition to my regular work, that it has 
been very hard for me to keep up 
my work. Pastor Ding Le Mei was^ 
with us for one month, conducting 
special meetings for 
the students. 


Through the efforts of Pastor Ding 
Le Mei, 60 of the students in the uni- 
versity entered the volunteer band 
for Christian work in China and 160 
of the girl students also enlisted in 
the 
volunteer 
band. 
Before 
the 


meetings were over I had to help in 
the famine work and this took 
a 


great deal of my time. In two weeks 
I purchased 22,200 piculs of rice— 
a picul is 185 pounds—-in all 1800 
tons or 90 railroad cars. I have in- 
vested $116,000 in Mexican money. 
Some days I have had 13 telegrams 
come in and have sent out 15 long 
telegrams. 
More than half of 
out- 


workers are up in the famine region. 
I have cabled to America for 
more 


money. 
The famine is terrible, tho 


poor people 
eating 
children 
and 


each other. 
No dogs, children 
or 


cattle are to be found in the whole 
region. 


Dr. Cochran and Mr. Morris took 


the famine fever or typhus and al- 
most died. 
Both 
are 
getting well 


now. 
A Catholic father in that re- 


gion is dying of the fever. We are 
shipping over the new railroad about 
20 cars of grain a day. It has been 
a terrible time. 


Mrs. 
Williams in her letter says: 


April 6, 1911. 


From Aunt Lillian to Aunt Anna: 
in all our busy lives we have nev- 


er been so entirely swamped as this 
year. 
The old, peaceful, quiet days 


at dean- old Hubugiai are over. 
We 


live in a perfect thoroughfare right 
next to our college and a very handy 
place for folks to drop in. 
I 
find 


that we have already had 118 differ- 
ent people here to meals since last 
October. 
It is not right to be 
so 


busy, but it is hard to help it. Pastor 
Oing Le Mei, a convert of our col- 
lege in Shantung, has been holding 
meetings for three weeks and a won- 
derful blessing came. 


Pastor Ding is a man of God. Sim- 


ple and earnest in his manner ami 
so holy and beautiful in his 
daily 


life. 


Our hearts have been wrung with- 


in us over the terrible plight of our
